At tliu 
ri<;ht of tho entrance fuchsias .-iiid bo- 
oiiiiias, ferns and otln-r lieaulifid woiidors 
of the lloral world rise tier ,dioV(' tier in 
rare profusion. Suspended fnnii tlii'ceil- 
iiig above, liaii!,' a iiiiniber of lasleliiUy ar- 
ranged baskot.s, with ferns mi.l creepers 
falling lo meet the Howers in I he tiers 
below. Tilo display of foliage plants is 
without doubt the linest ever seen in tiie 
[ii uvince, and it would bo hard to produce 
a more creditablo I'xhibiL in any pari of 
the Uominiou. The ferns niiniber ovei- 
twenty Viirieties, from the common wood 
forn tc; tlie treiisiiri; of the sunny Smitli. 
The begonia oxhihit is al.so exceiitioually 
L;ood, cuinprising upwards of twenty var- 
ieties. The faaohia niid cacti families are 
well represented and almost every hand- 
some variety known to tim oardoiier ix 
roiMut on e.xtiinirion.

Oats also make a str<Mig showing, and the 
Kgyptian variety especially cannot fail t.i 
win atlmiratiiiii. A sns|)eiub'd bunch of 
the straws shows its line growth and lull 
lead, while the oata, threshed .nit, are of 
iiagniliceiit ipiality and weight, averaging 
);■» pound.s to the bushel. Oats of the 
\mericaii " Banner" variety also form a 
, eiy pi oininent factor in the exhibit. On 
I wide shelf, at the end of tint crri- 
lor, a eolU^ction of sixty v.arieties 
if seeds and grain from Australian 
cress to new Japanese buckwheat, forms 
not the least attractive feature of the 
exhibit. 

Tho entire displtiy of seeils and cereals, 
while perhaps not tpiito up to the mark 
in iiuiintity, shows a very favorable ini- 
provemeiit in quality over the exhibition 
of l,S8(i.

Adjoining t he display of grain audseeds, 
a neatslniw case contains a lino assortineiit 
of carefully linislied hmse shoes, rellucting 
great creiliL on the skill of the wm-kiiiaii. 
Next 111 order c.iines tiie Morley Soda 
Works, with a display of every variety of 
lempcrjiiice liquid refreshment. Aerated 
wilier, clearer i^veii than the crystid in 
which il is contained, bottled cider, and 
syrups and essences of uU kinds, make uji 
the display, wliicli is neatly and beauti- 
fully ariimged. 

Oceuiiyiiig the space iie-it to the soda 
Wider pyramid, is a long show case which 
coiiUiins il complete assortineiit of fancy 
pastry, very creditable to the exhibitors, 
the New Kiiglaiid I'.akery. In tho corner 
they have also on exhibit ioi, an iiimieiisi 
rive-.sl(irey wed. ling ciike, frosled and lin- 
islied in the most elegiuit style known to 
the tirst-cluss fancy baker, iiiid liiuidsome 
enough Lo tuni|it .me to commit ii;id,rimoiiy. 
Ulirackiiiaii and Ker, of North .tiaaiiicli, 
show a number of brands of dour, meal, 
split peas, etc., from their well known 
mills, while iin ollicer's seiior cam]) clii^sl, 
in oil linislied inapb:, it splendid jiieee of 
furniture, coinpletes the all riictions of the 
right corriilor. 

Passing to the main building, the great 
attraction is found to be the display of 
soaps nuula by Mossrs. Peiidray & Co., of 
the British Ooluiribia Siiap works. It 
occupies a central space at the rear and is 
splendid evidence of the excolleiice of the 
goods manufactured in tho Queen (Jity, 
Every" viiriety of soap, from coiiiiiioii bar 
to the most delicate luxury of the toilet 
table, liiida a place in the display. In the 
centre, a table, also of soup contains an 
assortiiient.of fancy brands, so closely re- 
sembling the fruits and confeelioiis repre- 
sented as to CQinpletoly deceive the uye. 
A largo lieu iu browu soap, occupies a 



proininenl position in the exhibit and is a 
decitled credit to the sculptor as an iirtistic 
piece of work, a|iart from its tiin(|ue char- 
acter.

Ho ivoidd be 
called tho "lord and master" of those, 
who, by. the aid of his mou'jy, were en- 
abled to eani their living, and the work- 
hig class would be exhorted to root out 
the "nest of vampires" whoso money' was' 
being spont in developing tho rosmircos of 
the country and in creating eiiiployment 
for labor. Any one but a fool can .see 
that it would be a bad job for the country 
if such "vampires" were routed out. It 
is tho interest of every class, aiul of the 
working class more than any other, that 
every man should have the very 
fullest right to his earnings, that 
the poor man should have before him 
tlio prospect of bettering his condition 
and that the rich man should bo encour- 
aged til invest luul siiond bin moiloy in the 
country. What the country wants above 
all things is capital, it abounds iu wealth 
hut capital is needed to make it available. 
The ciipatalist who advuiices to the work- 
ing miner or farmer ur li.slicrnian or me- 
chanic, say, a thousand dollars to enable 
him to go on with his work is as much 
his partner as if he took oil* his coat and 
went to work alongside of hiui, and as 
well entitled to a share of the product. 
A good man is true to his partner no mat- 
ter what his luck may be It is only a 
mean creature who, after getting liia iielii, 
tiinia upon him, abuses liiiii, and oiidea\ - 
(irs to cheat hiui mil of his sliaic of tin,' 
swag. 'I'he real vainpires .-ire the anti- 
capatalist agitators wlio .arc trying to set 
the workingnien against timse who are 
supplying them with money, without 
which their work cannot be carried on, 
and who are doing their very best to drive 
capital from our shores. Those men, who 
are tho workiiigincn's and the country's 
worst enemies, liavo tho impudenee to 
pretend to be their fi-ieiuls. 'I'liey are 
traitors of the worst kind, who, under the 
guise of friendship, are blalil>iiig the uu-n 
whose bread thev eat. 



CAl'lTAL AND LABOR. 

Although the enemies of capital do 
their best to lead workingmcn to believe 
that the man who has aceuiumulatcd 
capital is their enemy, they do not ven- 
ture to say that a man ha.s no right to 
what lie earns. tiiIb la ivlmt thc^ i..v„.,. 
and what their wild and loose talk leads 
to ; yet they have not the Courage or the 
honesty to say so boldly and openly. It 
is easier to denounce the capitalist and to 
call liim a tyrant and a monopolist than 
to tell tho honest, the industrious, and the 
prudent workingman if they had their 
way he woidd never be allowed to become 
a capitalist. The workingman who by 
carefulness and self - denial, saves a 
hundred dollars is to that extent a eapi- 
tidist. If by industry and economy he 
adds to that lirst hundred eight or nine 
hundred more, the anti-capitalist would 
not allow him to lay it out for his own 
benefit, or for that of his wife and family, 
by making a permanent investment. If he 
bought a building lot with it he would 
iieeonie a Iiloated landholder. If he ex- 
punded it in the purohaso of stock in a 
mine a railroad, a steamship company, or a 
manufacturing Concern he would become 
I ho associate of c.ipilali.its and monoijol- 
iil.sanil woultl, aeconliiig to the auti-cap- 
italist agitators, join the ranks of tiie en- 
emies of labor. Even it ho deposited his 
hard-earned savings in a savings' bank it 
would be used with the - capital of other 
and richer men in keeping up and pro- 
moting establishmonts in which working- 
men arc oinployed and tho interest which 
ho e.\.pects to receive would be part of the 
product of tlieir labor. .So that if ho doe,, 
not put his money in an old stocking or 
other receptaide and bide it he cannot 
lu'lp being one of tho capitalists against 
whom those who profess to be his friends 
^;peak and write so bitterly. lint if to 
please them he left lii.s little capital lie 
idle it would not increase a single cent 
and neither he nor tho world would got 
imy good of it until it was needed to sup- 
ply his daily wants. The anti-capitalists, 
if they had their way woidd set up a ty- 
ranny which all honest, jirudent and 
ambitious worliingmen would lind 
to be intoler.-ible. They would re- 
diK-o tile \v-hole body of workingnien to a 
(hiaii le\el, and wiiuhl keep them all, the 
indu.Htrious and economical as well as the 
idle and -.vasloful, with their noaca to the 
gniidstoue.' Their tyranny would bo quite 
as oppressive as that of those eastern 
desiwjts who, when they find out that one 
of tlieir subjects has saved a little money, 
make some pretext to take it from him. It 
is needless to say tliat countries cursed 
with this kind of rule aro always poor, 
and business, as we understand it, is not 
known within thoii' boundaries. IJut in 
this frt^e country the woi-kingman knows 
lliat what he earns and s.aves is his own, 
and iu! is at liberty to make such disposal 
of it aa iii his oplnibli is best calculated to 
advance l>is.f;wn interests. The socialists, 
communists,, attarohists. and other anti- 
capitalists niay'tiilk iind' tliroateii^.: but 
thoy have as yet nb'ij(i;wei- 16 do Ii'^m IWrmi' 
He can, by the exorcise of' intelligono'^ 
mid enteriirise, • make his tmo tiiousand 
dollars bocome two tlniusand, and if he 
has brains onough he can by the judicious 
use of them and by taking advant- 
age of cireunmtaiices as they 
arise cause tliein to grow to tens and hun- 
dreds of thousands and even millions 
without any one <hayiiig the power to 
hinder him or to take from him the fruits 
of his inilustry. This would not bo the 
pase if the anti-capitaiiats get the power 



A GREAT UOJU'ANY. 

It might be thought that Oroat Britain' 
land hunger would be satisticd by this 
time, i)iit is not. She h.is land in every 
continent and I HI eveij- sea, but she is still 
making fresh aenui.sitioiis. The last ad 
dition to (ireat Ihitaiii's teriitory has been 
made not exactly by its ( iin erimieut but 
by a conipaii}'. A charter has been grant 
od to a great company formed entirely of 
British subjects to enable thorn tu possess 
and exercise jurisdiction over a large 
region in Eastern Africa. This company 
is called the Imperial British East Africa 
Company. It has i)rocufed from the Sul 
tfin of Zanzibar a 8tri[) of territory aloiu 
tho eastern coast of Africa lea miles 
broad and one hundred and tlfly miles 
long. liack of this it has iihtainei 
more territory from the native tribes 
the area of which is sour: 5l),(ltK) 
si[Uarc miles. Theri possessimis n 
the tJomuany e.\tenil more than threi 
hundred and sixty miles inland to Laki 
Nyanza. Thoy include vast plains aiu 
almost boundless forests, and are eslimat 
ed to be inhabited by about two millions 
of people. Part of this territory lie 
c(im[iaritivoly low and can yield tropical 
[iroducts, and part of it is high land on 
which wheat can be grown. The whole 
uf it except the stri]) near the aea is said 
to bo salubrious. We tind from a dcscrip 
tiou of the country that "besides wheat it 
is capable of producing tea, oluieolate, 
coffee, vanilla, pepper, tobacco, opium, 
caroh beans, cinchona, wines; while umong 
the native products there are Indian corn, 
hides, rubber, cotton, copal gums, wax, 
honey, aloes, tibres, oil, seeds, orcliill 
This land, flowing with milk and honey, 
in its present state [iroduces very little, 
chiefly owing to the intolerant and brutal 
nature of hordes of sav.agea wdiicli 
roam over it and rob the peace 
able inhabitants of other races 
of tho fruits of their industry. Before 
the new- company can begin successfully 
to cultivate the fertile plans within il.s 
jurisdiction it will have to settle with this 
fierce nation. It will no doubt do this 
If the Masai, as they are called, are not 
amenable to i)eaceful regulations, force 
will bo used to keep them in order or t< 
extirpate them. The .new company is 
rich and influential. its lirst issue of 
capital, §l,L'5l>,00(), has been privately 
subscribed by thirty-live gentlemen, and 
there will bo more fortheoiuiiig when it i,- 
rci|uired. Tho leading men in thi.'i entei - 
priso are Sir William Mackiiinon, Lord 
Bra.ssoy, Sir Donald Stewart, and .Sir 
.John Kirk. It is quite clear that they 
mean business, and that they and those 
who are associated with them will be able 
to carry <mt what thoy have begun. 



HOME RULE FOR SCOTLAND. 

There are men in Scotland wlm want 
liiiiue rule foi' their cnunti-y. They con- 
tend that, the domestic allaii's of Scotland 
should bo managed by .Scotchmen. They 
believe that Scotchmen know what they 
want and are well able to govern thorn - 
selves. At prosont the Imperial Parlia- 
ment attempts to do a great deal of local 
work which ought to be done in Scotland. 
If a tramway is wanted in any .Scotch 
town the inojectora must ap]dy to the 
British I'arliament for leave to lay it. A 
committee is ai)poiiited and witnesses 
must be sent all the way to London at 
groat expense to convince the Kiiglisb 
members that the road is needed and 
that no vested interest will bo injured by 
the construotion, of the work, /i'he .saum 
thing must' be doho if wttterwork&'ot gas- 
works are needed, , or a ohango in tlie 
school I system or bettor arrangoments for 
'regulating; the liijuor traflic aro roi|uirod. 
L^slating for all thcsu purely local 
matters gives the liii[iorial Parliament a 
groat deal more to do than it can properly 
attend to, and coiiaei|uontly makes such 
legislation voiy tardy and very oxpoiiaive. 
It is no wondor, then, that there an' 
people in Scotland who are tired of wait- 
ing for-' 'ijeoessary improvemoiits and 
chimges until the inenibors of tho British 
Parliament can find time and inclination 
to attend to such apparently unimportant 
matters, The Scutch Home Bulers want 



for Scotland something like tho same 
measure of solf-gfivernniont as tho pro- 
vinces of tho Donihiion of Canada exercise 
and enjoy. They want Parliament to 
lelogate to a legislative body in Scotland 
l)OWor to manage all matters that are 
purely provincial. They have no dosiro 
to encroach upon tlm Imiiorial jurisdiction 
of Parliaumnt. Thoy declare they are 
loyal to the Union; they have no thought 
of secession. - ' As the Municipalities Act 
passed at the last session of Parliament 
docs not extend to Scotland, the ilcsires 
f the Homo Uulors do not seoni to be at 
all iinreasoiiahle. As it will be generally 
admitted tlifft. local matters will best 
be attended to by local bodies, 
tlioro seems to be no valiti reason why so 
intelligent and prudent a people as the 
Scotch should not enjoy tho widest pow 
ors of solf-guvemmont consistent with the 
unity of the empire. The agitation, as 
far as it has gone is neither Liberal nor 
Tory. It i.s promoted by men of Imth 
parties but seems as yet in an enibryotic 
state. It will, no doubt, a.s time pro- 
grcaaea, assume a more delinite form and 
will take the sha|icofa party organization. 
As a very considerable measure of home 
rule has so recently been extended to 
linglaiid and Wales, it is to bo expected 
that similar privileges will not long be 
withheld from Scotland. Tho Irish ques- 
tion, however, now overshadows every- 
thing and until that is settled it can hard- 
ly be expect cil that the British govern- 
ment will pay any very great atlenlioii to 
tho (juostion of Home Rule for Scotland. 

SATURDAY HALF-HOLIDAY. 

To run KiiiToit: — Referring to the com- 
munication from the "Phimliei'H of Vic- 
toria" in a recent issue, we consider that 
it is a step in the right direction for 
mecli.anics of this country to liave the 
Saturday afternoon as a holiday.

( )n Sunday you will see them L'oiiig oil' to 
the hill Id play baseball, or in bo.aliiu;

had Saturday afteriioiin as a holiday they 
woul ' then at tend their respective jdaces 
of worship on Sunday.
